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High school needs community support 
to develop new campus

The construction of the new 
Didsbury High School (DHS) is 
moving along smoothly with the 
nice weather, but the development 
of the greenspace and the prop¬ 
erty surrounding it, is a concern 
for the school, who has very lim¬ 
ited funding for the project. 

Alberta Infrastructure does 
not provide any funds for the de¬ 
velopment of school property, 
therefore it is left up to the com¬ 
munity to pull together resources, 
equipment, and expertise for de¬ 
velopment. The development ex¬ 
penses will include landscaping, 
and sports facilities such as a 
track, playing fields and a base¬ 
ball diamond, but only if the 
school sees enough community 
support. 

On Thursday, Jan. 19 at 7:30 
p.m. in the DHS Library, a meet¬ 
ing will be held for all interested 
community businesses, area devel¬ 
opers and volunteers, to discuss 
the development of the new school 
property. The school is looking for 
community volunteers who can 
provide skill, expertise and mate¬ 
rials in the lay-out, design and 
landscaping. 

“Given the agricultural busi¬ 
nesses and expertise in our com¬ 
munity, and the access to equip¬ 
ment and local skills and trades, 
we are hoping, with the support 
of our community, to have the 
school grounds partially developed 
during the spring of this year,” 
said DHS Principal, Steve 
Thompson. “It is our hop>e that 
area developers, agricultural busi¬ 
nesses and skilled tradesman, will 
be able to donate some of their 
time, equipment, expertise and re¬ 
sources to a community approach 
to grounds development.” 

The only money the school has 
for the development of the new 
property is the money they will 
have left after the sale of the 
present property, after they pay 
Chinook’s Edge School Division 
(CESD) back for covering the pur¬ 
chase of the new property. 

In total the school owns 10 
acres of land, and co-owns five

• MVC council gave 
unanimous third reading to 
an amendment to the Solid 
Waste Collection Bylaw. 

Bin rental and collection 
on a four week cycle will 
increase by $2.15/ mo. start¬ 
ing Mar. 1, while those on 
an eight week cycle will see 
an increase of $1.05/ month.

Liberal candidate “ashamed

In front of a group of mid¬ 
dle schoolers, Wild Rose Lib¬ 
eral candidate Judy Stewart 
officially let her own party 
have it, Jan. 11. 

Stewart denounced Lib¬ 
eral Party campaign adver¬ 
tisements released the pre¬ 
vious day, advertisements 
intended to vilify Conserva¬ 
tive Party leader Stephen 
Harper. 

“I’m not wearing red,” 
Stewart told the students of 
Ralph McCall Middle 
School, “I’m not wearing 
my colours this one day of 
the campaign because I’m 
ashamed of these negative 
attack ads.” 

Earlier in the day Stewart 
lodged a complaint with the 
Liberal Party’s Edmonton 
office over the ads. 

While few of the children 
in attendance at the school 
event had seen the ads, 
Stewart’s announcement 
drew an ovation in the mid¬ 
dle of her opening statement. 

Stewart said after the 
event that her party’s deci¬ 
sion to run attack ads 
doesn’t make any sense. 

“We have a very good na¬ 
tional policy, why we should 
even care about what 
Stephen Harper would do is 
beyond me... I want to talk 
about our policies and the 
things we can do,” said 
Stewart. 

“It’s not just the Liberals. 
The NDP launched an ad be¬ 
fore Christmas that was 
senseless garbage. Then the 
Conservatives had one that 
made Paul Martin look like 
some sort of outlaw... What 
kind of messages are we 
teaching to our children,” 
she said.

“I think having to resort 
to that level of campaigning 
means they are on a down 
hill slide. These ads will 
keep it going that way,” he 
said. 

The ads begin with an un¬ 
flattering close up photo of 
Harper, out of focus, and a 
military drum beat. They 
accuse Harper of everything 
from planning to put armed 
soldiers on Canadian 
streets, to being a puppet of 
the United States. Each ad 
ends with catchline 
“Choose your Canada” 
above some small print 
placed above Harper’s up¬ 
per lip, resembling an Adolf 
Hitler mustache. 

NDP candidate Shannon 
Nelles tends to agree with 
Thompson, saying that 
Stewart lambasting her 
own party’s ads isn’t a sur¬ 


prise. 

“This is the only way for 
a Liberal to handle the situ¬ 
ation they put themselves in. 
Admitting the problem is the 
first step,” she said. 

Green Party candidate 
Sean Maw, a friend of 
Stewart, says her statement 
is the right way to handle 
the situation. 

“Good for her - it shows 
she has integrity to stand up 
to her own party. When a 
party has been in power as 
long as the Liberals it is only 
human nature to become 
complacent and sloppy. It’s 
inevitable. But she and can¬ 
didates like her are the fu¬ 
ture of that party,” he said. 

"As for the ads, they are 
disgusting. They are an em¬ 
barrassment to the system. 
Catering to fear and igno¬ 
rance - the Liberals used to 
be better than that.”

Calgary Health Region prepares for pandemic 


The possibility of pandemic 
influenza has captured media at¬ 
tention recently. Long before the 
headlines there was a great deal 
of effort under way at a global, 
national, provincial and local level 
to anticipate and respond as ef¬ 
fectively as possible to pandemic 
influenza. 

It is difficult to fully anticipate 
or prepare for pandemic influenza 
as we do not know how wide¬ 
spread it will be. We do know pan¬ 
demic influenza will be severe and 
will require all health care organi¬ 
zations to care for more patients 
than usual. 

In preparation for a future pan¬ 
demic, the Calgary Health Region 
has developed a detailed and flex¬ 
ible Pandemic Influenza Response 
Plan so we are able to respond 
along with provincial, federal and 
international organizations. 

The plan, which aims to reduce 
illness and social disruption, cov¬ 
ers areas such as: 

• pandemic phases employed 
by World Health Organization 
(WHO) 

• responsibilities and com¬ 
mand centre protocol 


Many mental health disorders 
can be diagnosed reliably and ac¬ 
curately, some can be prevented, 
and most can be successfully man¬ 
aged and treated. 

This funding announcement 
will help the Region reach and 
support mental health patients in 
several new ways. The following 
initiatives will be phased in over 
the next three years: 

• reduced wait times of five to 
10 per cent for children and ado¬ 
lescents with eating disorders and 
addictions; 

• outreach services will expand 
by 250 clients annually to ensure 
patients are maintained in their 
community; 

• a 10 per cent increase in the 
number of Aboriginal clients re¬ 
ceiving culturally appropriate 
care; 

• increased capacity of primary 
care givers to ensure timely care 
and early identification of complex 
mental health needs in the com¬ 
munity; and 

• a one week reduction in wait 
times for general care; and in¬ 
creased capacity to serve 2,000 or 
more clients in rural areas. 


• impact on current health 
services 

• distribution of vaccine and 
antivirals 

An area of focus identified by 
the Board of the Region is com¬ 
munication with residents, doc¬ 
tors, and region staff in the event 
of a pandemic incident. 

As the Calgary Health Region 
moves forward in preparedness 
efforts, we will continue to engage 
community partners and support 
each other in our emergency plan¬ 
ning, and provide further informa¬ 
tion to the residents of the Calgary 
Health Region.

Animat cruelty , an election issue 


I have to start by saying 
that the information I pro¬ 
vide below may have an emo¬ 
tional edge to it, and so it 
should. The public has be¬ 
come too far removed from 
animal welfare 

issues...whatever happened 
to being human, humane, 
humanitarian? It is time to 
make these ‘emotional’ 
characteristics popular 
again. I have a few issues 
that are of paramount im¬ 
portance to me, and would 
appreciate having them con¬ 
sidered as an important elec¬ 
tion issue: 


for the protection of animals 
that are not owned such as 
strays and wildlife. The pro¬ 
posed penalties of five years 
in jail and fines reaching 
$10,000 combined with the 
ability to ban offenders from 
owning animals forever is 
more in keeping with these 
callous acts. Note that 93% 
of Canadians in a poll con¬ 
ducted by Environics Re¬ 
search for the International 
Fund for Animal Welfare 
support tougher animal cru¬ 
elty legislation. This bill 
must be passed as written 
sooner rather than later, 


to develop new products 
made from seal oil. I read 
that somebody is even try¬ 
ing seal oil bread - yuck! One 
day somebody can explain to 
me the value of $20 million 
in subsidies versus a year in 
the sealing industry valued 
at $16 million? My concern 
is the cruelty that takes 
place with impunity due to 
no fear whatsoever of reper¬ 
cussions. There are many 
independent, international 
teams of veterinarians and 
global animal welfare or¬ 
ganizations that visit the ice 
floes during the hunt and 


haviour. There should be 
many more federal inspec¬ 
tors on the ice floes, and 
NOT in jackets with a red 
maple leaf that all can see, 
and anybody seen taking an 
underage pup or skinning a 
pup alive should be banned 
from the hunt for a period 
of five years, no subsidies, 
and fined $1,000 to take home the 
point that this is not behaviour 
that will be tolerated. Penalties 
for this type of cruelty must 
be legislated, hopefully before 
the next hunt.

Modern clinic open its doors in Carstairs

After a few delays, 
many hours of hard work 
by tradesman, town coun¬ 
cillors, town administra¬ 
tion, local health profes¬ 
sionals, and others the 
Carstairs Medical Clinic, 
finally opened its doors 
on January 3. 

The new medical cen¬ 
tre replaces a very old, 
out of date building that 
was just becoming too 
small and eventually was 
going to force our local 
doctor out of town to go 
practice elsewhere. Mayor 
Lance Colby says. 

“If we didn’t do some¬ 
thing we were going to 
lose our one and only doc¬ 
tor,” Colby said. “The 
new clinic not only will 
help us retain him but we 
now have two additional 
doctors in Town.” 

The clinic is located in 
the former Home Hard¬ 
ware building located on 
Hammond Street — di¬ 
rectly across the street 
from RE Tire. The new 
building measures 5,000 
sq. feet — making it five 
times larger than the 
former medical clinic. 

The former building 
measured only about 
1,000 sq. feet. 

The new clinic — un¬ 
like the old building — 
now provides ample space 
for doctors to serve local 
patient:.. 

Each of the doctors 
now have an office and 
there is a large waiting 
room area. The adminis¬ 
tration area is large, safe, 
and secure with four to 
five examination rooms. 

“It will definitely make 
the doctors job easier be¬ 
cause they have better 
access to patients and bet-

ter control. It’s just a 
more work friendly 
place,” Colby said. 

Dr. Niel Smit, one of 
the three doctors now 
using the medical clinic, 
says that the new build¬ 
ing was not only needed 
but is also very much ap¬ 
preciated. 

“It’s very nice and we 
enjoy the space,” Smit 
said. “The (previous 
building) wasn’t sound 
proof and we couldn’t 
have two or more doctors 
in there without tripping 
over one another. The 
former building’s intent 
wasn’t even to be a medi¬ 
cal centre.” 

Aside from Smit the 
Town recently welcomed 
another full time doctor 
from South Africa, Dr. 
John Le Roux. On top of 
Smit and Le Roux Dr. 
Shawna Cravin — who 
practices in Olds — 
works in the Carstairs 
clinic one to two days per 
week. 

Not only is there more 
room and the ability to 
have up to four full time 
doctors, Smit said, but the 
new building is a lot 
cleaner and with the ex¬ 
tra room they are able to 
provide minor surgeries 
right here in Carstairs. 

“We can do small pro¬ 
cedures like taking off 
moles or warts and these 
sorts of things,” Smit

said. 

The Town purchased 
the building for $250,000 
and has spent approxi¬ 
mately $390,000 on re-do¬ 
ing the interior, some of 
the exterior, replacing the 
roof, and laying a 
sidewalk making the 
building wheel chair ac¬ 
cessible for a grand total 
of $640,000. 

According to the 
Town’s Chief Administra¬ 
tive Officer (CAO) origi¬ 
nal costs were estimated 
to come in around 
$600,000; however, it 
wasn’t known at the time 
of purchase that the roof 
was going to have to be 
replaced which cost 
$40,000. 

“We didn’t include in 
the budget the roof. In¬ 
stead of doing a minor 
repair we had to replace 
the roof, which was addi¬ 
tional to the budget,” 
McDonnell said. “We still 
haven’t seen the final 
numbers yet, but it ap¬ 
pears as though it came 
in on budget.” 

According to both 
McDonnell and Colbv the 
costs of the medical clinic 
won’t be paid for through 
the general tax base. 

“There is a five year 
lease agreement (with the 
doctors and eventually 
the Calgary Health Re¬ 
gion (CHR) and the 
chiropractor) and we will 


recover those funds over 
the five year lease period,” 
McDonnell explained. 

Despite the CHR not 
confirming 100 per cent if 
they will be taking space, 
McDonnell says in talks 
with executives at the 
health region it’s pretty 
much a go, however, they 
can’t give the Town any 
funds until March when 
they pass their annual 
budget. 

The CHR and the 
chiropractor will be lo¬ 
cated in the rear of the 
building which isn’t con¬ 
structed yet; however, 
work is expected to begin 


in the near future. 

“We are going to start 
the renovations on the 
back later this month and 
hopefully have it ready 
for the chiropractor and 
the CHR by March,” 
McDonnell said. 

The Mayor says that 
this new facility provides 
the Town with better, sus¬ 
tainable health care and 
is going to be an economic 
driving factor for the en¬ 
tire Town. 

“It offers the commu¬ 
nity and the district doc¬ 
tors. Without it we 
wouldn’t have any doc¬ 
tors. It’s a facility that is 


going to keep attracting 
residents here. It’s going 
to serve our residents as 
well as the entire region,” 
Colby said. 

The medical clinic is 
open Monday to Friday, 9 
a.m. to 5 p.m. Their 
phone number is 337- 
3121. 

According to Town of¬ 
ficials it is not known 
what will be done with 
the former medical clinic. 
The CHR owns the build¬ 
ing, but there hasn’t been 
any communication with 
the Town on what their 
intent is with that build¬ 
ing.

Sean Maw believes he is 
the best alternative to cur¬ 
rent Conservative MP 
Myron Thompson, as he 
believes he represents 
what the majority of Ca¬ 
nadians believe in, espe¬ 
cially those in the Wild 
Rose constituency. 

Despite having no po¬ 
litical background Maw, a 
39-year-old Cochrane resi¬ 
dent, says that he decided 
to toss his hat into politics 
after becoming frustrated 
with the Liberal and Con¬ 
servatives and says he 
needed to find a party of 
whose policies he agreed 
with.

Maw posses a Ph.D in 
Neuroscience as well as an 
undergraduate and Masters 
Degree in Engineering from 
Waterloo University.

Ap¬ 
proximately 30 members of 
his extended family have gone 
or are going blind from this 
hereditary condition. 

Retinitis Pigmentosa, or 
RP for short, is the name 
given to a group of degenera¬ 
tive diseases of the retina, and 
is the leading cause of blind¬ 
ness for people under 40 years 
of age. 

There is a lot of great re¬ 


search being done by univer¬ 
sities to locate RP genes, 
study fetal tissue transplants 
and protein injections, and 
install technical aids, but 
they are years away from a 
cure. 

Yet never before in history 
were there treatments to stop 
RR let alone reverse its dam¬ 
age and restore vision to the 
retina, until recently. 

Following years of Diag¬ 
nostic Testing to document 
their deteriorating eye condi¬

3. “Faux” Fur: 

There is no federal 
legislation in Canada 
that requires imported 
fur products to contain 
labels showing the type 
of animal or country of 
origin for the fur. In re¬ 
sponse to an 
AnimalWatch Manitoba 
(AWM) demonstration 
on December 12, the fol¬ 
lowing aired on CityTV 
news on December 12: 
Many call them man’s 
best friend, but how 
would you feel if you 
found out the fur trim 
on your jacket came 
from a dog or even a cat? 
There’s a loophole for 
labelling requirements 
here in Canada, so if the 
tag says 100 percent fur 
and it doesn’t specify 
which kind, you could 
be buying something 
you didn’t bargain for. 
Even shopping for fake 
fur may not be a sure 
thing. Activists claim 
cat and dog fur is being 
used in products be¬ 
cause it’s cheaper than 
the synthetic materials. 
The US and many Euro¬ 
pean countries ban dog 
and cat fur already, mak¬ 
ing Canada a bigger, 
softer export target. 
This fur is becoming the 
industry standard on 
coats, boots, scarves and 
other accessories, in¬ 


cluding plush animal 
toys. And on Larry King 
Live, December 11, a 
panel included: Ryan 
Seacrest hosted and 
guests Alec Baldwin, 
Heather Mills 

McCartney, Rick Swain 
from HSUS (Humane 
Society of the US), Con¬ 
gressman Dennis 

Kucinich and Congress¬ 
man Jim Moran. 

The show aired much 
of the hard-hitting foot¬ 
age from 

www.FurIsDead.com 
website. It included foot¬ 
age of crates full of dogs, 
with close-ups of their 
faces, dropped from the 
top of trucks to the road 
below, a German Shep¬ 
herd being tied up just 
before his inner thigh is 
gashed and he is bled to 
death (the show chose 
not to air the cutting 
and bleeding ) and also 
showed two cats cling¬ 
ing together, with their 
forearms around each 
other’s bodies, cowering 
at the back of a crate 
that Rick Swain ex¬ 
plains used to hold 15 
cats. They had watched 
all the other cats pulled 
to the top of the crate by 
a noose around the neck 
and strangled there. We 
see one of the two pulled 
away as they frantically 
try to clutch each other. 


And there were descrip¬ 
tions of dogs being 
skinned alive and left to 
die over twenty minutes, 
though that footage was 
not shown. NOTE: The 
state-controlled Beijing 
News in China inde¬ 
pendently confirmed 
that the problem is 
geniune early this year 
and then on December 11 
admitted the same in a 
statement to Larry King 
Live. Recently a Chinese 
government official told 
BBC News that Western 
demand is fuelling the 
industry. DVDs and 
betacam video of key in¬ 
vestigative videos, in¬ 
clude footage from the 
2004-05 investigation by 
Care for the Wild Inter¬ 
national (UK), Swiss 
Animal Protection and 
EAST International 
(Taiwan) in Henei Prov¬ 
ince, China. Includes 
uncut sequence of a rac¬ 
coon dog being slammed 
by its head to the 
ground, strung up and 
skinned alive at a busy 
open air market. 
Thrown on the dead pile, 
the fully skinned dog 
struggles to sit up, 
stares blinkingly to¬ 
ward the camera and 
collapses where it con¬ 
tinues to breathe for at 
least a minute. This De¬ 
cember an AWM director 


spotted leather coats 
made in China at a 
clothing chain store in 
Winnipeg. They were 
trimmed with “raccoon 
fur.I cannot even begin 
to imagine the noise 
from the crying. Brutal 
- yes! Ugly - yes! Can we 
do something about it - 
yes! Labelling legisla¬ 
tion must be imple¬ 
mented immediately!! 

4. CITES (Conven¬ 
tion on International 
Trade in Endangered 
Species): 

Canada signed the 
above global agreement, 
but apparently the sig¬ 
nature has minimal 
value. The import of 
bear bile products and 
bladders from China for 
use in TCM (traditional 
Chinese medicine) is 
booming with no pre¬ 
ventative activity visible 
on the part of the federal 
government. I realize 
that coordination of ac¬ 
tivities to confiscate 
these products would 
require the cooperation 
of the federal, 
provinicial and munici¬ 
pal governments (local 
street cops would know 
the stores) but appar¬ 
ently political jockeying 
is more important than 
stopping this Chinese 
government sanctioned 
cruelty (9,000 bears on 


the bear bile farms ac¬ 
cording to Chinese gov¬ 
ernment officials). 
Canada can sign all the 
agreements it wants, but 
if government inertia 
prevents anything from 


being done; what’s the 
point? Enforcement of 
existing regulations 
and legislation must 
be initiated.

Cleaning the Air Together

Before numbers like these, Watson was skeptical of industry's concern for cleaner air. So much so, that he became a founding 
member of the Parkland Airshed Management Zone, a regional air quality group. The group works closely with the Clean Air Strategic Alliance 
(CASA), a nonprofit multi-stakeholder organization committed to managing Alberta's air quality. 


"I think they've done a tremendous job," says Reg Watson, who owns a half section 11 kilometres east of Sundre, Alberta Watson, 
a 15-year resident of the area, is talking about the oil and gas industry's record on venting. 

The Alberta Energy and Utilities Board (EUB) recently announced that in 2004 venting of solution gas from oil production was 
down by almost half since 2000 Flaring was down 72 per cent since 1996. 

Solution gas is an unavoidable by-product of oil production. In the past, disposing of it meant releasing it into the atmosphere 
(venting) or burning it off (flaring). Today, 96 per cent of solution gas is conserved or sold, the highest conservation level in si* 
years. Great news considering a record year of new wells in Alberta — 18,572 in 2004. 


Since becoming involved, his opinions have changed "We are all working together to improve air quality in the province," he says. “The oil and 
gas industry has made great improvements.”

Who Sets the Crude Oil Prices? 

Canada produces more oil than we consume. Then why is it sold to Canadians at world market prices? 

The answer is that crude oil is a global commodity. It trades in a worldwide marketplace where the price is determined by 
supply and demand. Growth in world demand is outpacing growth in supply. A strong global economy needs oil to fuel vehicles 
and make products from tires to asphalt. 

The Organization of Petroleum Exporting Countries, which produces about 40 per cent of the world’s oil, also influences prices 
by setting the production levels of its members. Other factors, like damage to U.S. production facilities from Hurricane Katrina, 
have reduced supplies this year. 

Why can’t we have a ‘made-in-Canada’ price? 


Crude oil prices ere 
determined by supply 
and demand worldwide 


’Interfering in the market to keep prices below world levels would discourage investment in Canada, and mean fewer jobs and lower tax and 
royalty revenues for governments," says Colleen Killingsworth, President of the Canadian Centre for Energy Information. 

The impact in Alberta would be enormous. 

The $25 billion the industry invested in Alberta in 2005 contributes to a vibrant economy creating jobs and more revenues for governments. 
Without the $13.2 billion Alberta is forecasted to receive from oil and gas in 2005-06, the province would need to charge a 25 per cent provincial 
sales tax to generate the same revenue.

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The isolation of 
the hearing 
impaired

Isolation is a strong 
word. In the lives of many 
people to whom I have spo¬ 
ken, this word is not an 
exaggeration; hut a fact of 
life to the hearing im¬ 
paired. Most people have 
no idea of the limits of 
communication with soci¬ 
ety by those 1 so afflicted. 

Some of the social 
events such as community 
card games, block parties 
where people gather to 
become acquainted with 
neighbors, are often 
avoided. Family events 
such as weddings, family 
re-unions, any gathering, 
where conversation is 
such an integral pail, now 
become an ordeal of trying 
to follow speech that can¬ 
not be understood. 

Travel becomes a night¬ 
mare. Public address sys¬ 
tems of any kind, espe¬ 
cially in airports are to¬ 
tally beyond one’s grasp. 
It becomes necessary to 
have help where one was 
once able to easily manage 
these things. 

The best of hearing 
aids; in many cases, do lit¬ 
tle to alleviate the problem 
and some times aggravate 
it even further by magni¬ 
fying competing sounds. 

In severe cases of hear¬ 
ing loss, music has become 
almost totally lost since it 
now becomes a cacophony 
of unrecognizable sound. 
Gone is the pleasure of 
singing favorite hymns 
along with the rest of the 
congregation when it is 
impossible to hear one’s 
own voice. 

Where tapes or records 
of much-loved music were 
a way to fill emptiness for 
those who live alone, there 
is silence. For anyone 
whose life had been filled 
with singing, or those who 
loved music, this loss is 
unspeakable. 

The dreadful feeling of 
isolation comes with reluc¬ 
tance to interact with 
other people. Without the 
stimulus of conversation, 
the ability to express one’s 
thinking becomes another 
loss. Too much time spent 
without exercise plays 
havoc with the mind. 

The experience of one 
woman to whom I spoke, 
revealed the fear of losing 
her grip on reality. At times 
she sought the aid of some¬ 
one who knew the need of 
interaction with other 
minds in spite of the hear¬ 
ing difficulty. 

Friends and family of 
the hearing impaired could 
greatly ease the loneliness 
by observing a few impor¬ 
tant guidelines. First, 
speak face to face, not over 


your shoulder. Don’t 
speak too fast. Don’t try 
to carry on a conversation 
without first introducing 
the subject. For instance, 
don’t start in the middle 
of what you want to say 
about Aunt Polly, without 
first making sure that the 
topic of Aunt Polly is un¬ 
derstood. 

Deaf people very often 
pretend to have heard 
rather that ask again for 
a repeat. Bluffing is some¬ 
thing used all too fre¬ 
quently. Imagine the em¬ 
barrassing situation if 
someone tells of the death 
of a much loved person 
and the deaf person re¬ 
sponds “How nice". Sim¬ 
ply another situation 
where one retreats to the 
limbo of non-speak.

The dogs 


Are you surprised 
to see the variety of 
dogs used in racing 
teams? 

Most newcomers 
expect to see only Arc¬ 
tic breeds, (Siberian 
Huskies, Alaskan 
Malamutes, 
Samoyeds) pulling 
sleds. In reality, many 
types of dogs are sled 
dogs including Irish 
Setters, Dalmatians, 
American Coon and 
Fox Hounds. 

The most popular 
and fastest dog in the 
sport today is the 
Alaskan Husky. Es¬ 
sentially a mixture of 
Arctic dogs with some 
cross-breeding. 

This animal was 
originally bred in the 
remote villages of 


Alaska for speed and 
stamina - two impor¬ 
tant attributes of a sled 
dog. 

While sled dogs vary 
considerable in appear¬ 
ance, they share cer¬ 
tain characteristics. 
The top performers on 
today’s racing teams 
have a strong, slightly 
arched back, well an¬ 
gled shoulders, and a 
deep chest denoting 
good lung capacity. 
Compact tough feet and 
a protective coat of 
hair aid team dogs in 
performing their tasks. 
Size is an important 
factor and racing dogs 
are relatively small, 
weighing less than 50 
pounds. 

Sled dogs have a 
lean appearance. Dog 


drivers carefully moni¬ 
tor the weight of each 
dog and feed measured 
portion of food to keep 
each animal at its ideal 
racing weight. These 
dogs are the long dis¬ 
tance athletes of the 
dog world. 

Drivers breed dogs 
that are even-tempered 
gentle and able to stand 
the pressures of a vig¬ 
orous training and rac¬ 
ing schedule. 

Dogs that react 
badly to the noisy ex¬ 
citement of a race, 
other dogs or race spec¬ 
tators cannot be used 
on racing teams. 

The training of sled 
dogs begins at an early 
age. Skills taught not 
only include pulling 
but rules like no line 


chewing and no 
fighting. It is the 
driver’s task to in¬ 
still teamwork, cre¬ 
ate a desire for work, 
and foster the dog’s 
natural instinct to 
run - all necessary in¬ 
gredients for a win¬ 
ning team. 

Love, patience and 
understanding form the 
strongest bond between 
driver and team. The 
welfare of the animals 
is of primary concern 
to all those involved in 
the sport. The dogs 
themselves are well 
trained, physically fit 
and eager to run The 
sport is as much fun 
and challenge for the 
canine members of the 
team as it is for the hu¬ 
man ones.

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QUESTION: Can you illustrate your concerns about the 
lyrics of contemporary teen music, especially as they relate to 
attitudes toward parents? 

DR. DOBSON: It might be helpful to see how popular 
music has changed over the years. 

Let's go back to 1953, when the most popular song in the 
United States was sung by Eddie Fisher and was titled "Oh, My 
Papa." Here’s a portion of the lyrics: 

Oh, my papa, to me he was so wonderful 
Oh, my papa, to me he was so good. 

No one could be so gentle and so lovable, 

Oh, my papa, he always understood. 

Gone are the days when he would take me on his knee 
And with a smile he’d change my tears to laughter. 

Deep in my heart I miss him so today, 

Oh, my papa. Oh, my papa. 

That sentimental song accurately reflected the way many 
people felt about their fathers at that time in our history. Oh 
sure, there were conflicts and disagreements, but family was 
family. When it was all said and done, parents were entitled to 
respect and loyalty. 

By the time I had reached college age, things were starting 
to change. The subject of conflict between parents and teenag¬ 
ers began to appear as a common theme in artistic creations. 
The movie "Rebel Without a Cause" featured a screen idol named 
James Dean who seethed with anger at his "old man." Marlon 
Brando starred in "The Wild One," another movie with rebel¬ 
lion as its theme. Rock 'n' roll music portrayed it, too. 

But what began as engaging drama turned decidedly bitter 
in the late '60s. Everyone in those days was talking about the 
"generation gap" that had erupted between young people and 
their parents. Teenagers and college students vowed they'd never 
again trust anyone over 30, and their anger toward parents 
began to percolate. The Doors released a song in 1967 entitled 
"The End," in which lead singer Jim Morrison fantasized about 
killing his father. 

In 1984, Twisted Sister released 'We’re Not Gonna Take It," 
which referred to a father as a "disgusting slob" who was "worth¬ 
less and weak." Then he was blasted out the window of a sec¬ 
ond-story apartment. This theme of killing parents showed up 
regularly in the decade that followed. A group called Suicidal 
Tendencies released a recording in 1983 called, "I Saw Your 
Mommy." Here is an excerpt of the gory lyrics: 

I saw your mommy and your mommy's dead. 

I watched her as she bled, 

Chewed-off toes on her chopped-off feet. 

I took a picture because I thought it was neat. 

I saw your mommy, and your mommy's dead. 

I saw her lying in a pool of red; 

I think it's the greatest thing I'll ever see — 

Your dead mommy lying in front of me 
For sheer depravity, nothing yet produced can match 
"Momma's Gotta Die Tonight," by Ice-T and Body Count. Most 
of the lyrics are unfit to quote here, but they involved graphic 
descriptions of the rapper's mother being burned in her bed, 
then beaten to death with a baseball bat she had given him as a 
present, and finally the mutilation of the corpse into "little- 
bitty pieces." What incredible violence! 

There was not a hint of guilt or remorse expressed by the 
rapper while telling us of this murder. In fact, he called his 
mother a "racist b—," and laughed while chanting, "Burn, Mama, 
burn.” 

My point is that the most popular music of our culture went 
from the inspiration of "Oh, My Papa" to the horrors of "Momma's 
Gotta Die Tonight" in scarcely more than a generation. The 
younger generation has been bombarded with more anti-family 
rhetoric than any that preceded it. When added to equally dis¬ 
turbing messages about drug usage, sex and violence against 
women, the impact has to be considered formidable. 

MTV which promotes the worst stuff available, is telecast 
into 231 million households in 75 countries, more than any 
other cable network. 1 believe many of the problems that plague 
this generation, from suicide to unwed pregnancy to murder, 
can be traced to the venom dripped into its veins by the enter¬ 
tainment industry in general. 

One of the consequences of this shift in the popular culture 
is a generation that sees itself and its elders less respectfully 
than the generations who have preceded them. There are still 
millions of responsible and respectful teenagers out there, of 
course, but the culture in which they are growing up has 
changed — for the worse.
